Inquiry Summary: 


On June 24, 2009, Palmdale OSS Detectives Richard O’Neal and Anthony Delia received 
information from Palmdale Station detectives regarding a recent burglary at a Target store. 
The OSS detectives recognized the suspect on the video surveillance and photograph as

vehicle. The detectives detained the two, searched their vehicle and found several small 
electronic items -- possibly taken from the Target theft -- along with a large quantity of 
baseball cards. informed the detectives that he occasionally stays with his B 
(Witness and their NN Ed apartment.

After conducting a consent search of the house, the detectives notified OSS Sergeant Russell 
Wilson of their intention to head over to Witness partment to get her consent to 


search her apartment for additional stolen property. Sergeant Wilson, OSS Detective Edwin 
Barragan end GET deputies N A EER: =<: 


Bunch later joined the three detectives to help with the search. 


Detective O’Neal briefed the group of his intention to get a consent search and that only 
Witness ha and ere expected to be in the apartment. Due the large 
apartment complex, the group spread out to look for Apartment fl while Deputy M 
and Deputy Bunch stayed with the patrol cars to keep an eye on and his companion, 
who were arrested for the stolen property. 


During this time, unbeknownst to the deputies, Witness Suspect Alfredo 
Salomon -- who is a homeless gang member and an ex-con -- was temporarily staying with 
her. His ET Witness O ë and the 

was also over at the apartment to give Suspect Salomon a second chance at reconciliation -- 
because he claimed to have cancer -- and also so he could see his {for the very first time. 


As the deputies were wandering through the complex, ister (unknown name) called 
Suspect Salomon’s cell phone, advising him that had been arrested and would not be 


returning to the apartment. After hanging up the phone, Suspect Salomon asked Witness 
Hf he should tell Witness bout HEER... Just then, as the deputies 
were getting close to the apartment, Suspect Salomon and Witness ff overheard the 
deputies’ radio transmissions. When Suspect Salomon asked her what the noise was, 
Witness said it sounded like “walkie talkies.” 


As Suspect Salomon stood outside on the catwalk to check on the source of the noise, 
Detective Edwin Barragan, Deputy AN Deputy EE starved to enter 
the catwalk leading up to the apartment. Upon seeing the deputies headed in his direction, 
Suspect Salomon -- who had an “Uh-ohh” surprised look on his face -- quickly re-entered the 
apartment, slamming and locking the door behind him. 


Sergeant Wilson said he was with the second group of ceputies looking for the apartment, 
and he heard Deputy cal! out to them that the apartment was upstairs where they were 
at. Deputy | ER it was either he or Detective Barragan who notified the second 
group of deputies that they had found the apartment. 


Since the living room window to the left of the front door was open and the lace-type curtains 
were partiaily parted, the deputies could see in and the people inside could see out. The

deputies saw Witness seated on a sofa bed adjacent to the window and Suspect 
Salomon standing in the middle of the living room, directly behind the front door. 


Detective Barragan knocked on the door and Wines mediately got up and opened 
the door because she saw that they were deputies. Detective Barragan told her they wanted 
to speak with Mand asked if they could com Witness tepped off to the 
side to allow them in. At that moment, Witness MEME- upo: 
came out of the bedroom at the rear of the apartment, carrying her 


As soon as Detective Barragan, Deputy | a Deputy HB entered the apartment, 
due to officer safety, their focus was on Suspect Salomon. First of all, they were surprised 
to find him, Witness Hac their son at the apartment; and second, they quickly became 
suspicious of Suspect Salomon’s strange or “weird” behavior. Aside from suddenly darting 
into the apartment and bolting the front door, Suspect Salomon was noticeably sweaty and 
nervous. He kept pacing between the kitchen and dining table area, and constantly looking 
around like a trapped animal seeking an avenue of escape. At one point, he placed a hand 
near the waistband of his thin basketball shorts. The totality of his actions caused the 
deputies great concern. 


Detective Barragan, who had his back to the front door, asked Suspect Salomon to walk over 
to him so he could pat him down. Suspect Salomon readily complied and placed his hands 
behind his back to be searched. In the meantime, Deputy EE... his way past the 
two and stood mid-way between Suspect Salomon and the bedroom door, while Deputy 
HEB entered the bedroom to check if anyone else was inside. 


Right before Detective Barragan started patting Suspect Salomon down, Sergeant Wilson and 
the remaining deputies started filing into the apartment, Detective O’Neal went right up to 
Witness | inform her that s in custody downstairs, and he would like her 
to sign a consent to search her apartment for additional stolen property. Witness 

agreed ard the two of them stepped over to the dining table to complete the consent 
paperwork. Because there were so many deputies in the apartment providing security, 
Detective O'Neal kept his back to Suspect Salomon, to focus on the paperwork. 


As Detective Barragan held Suspect Salomon’s hands with his left hand, he used his right 
hand to pat down the right side of Suspect Salomon’s body. In an apparent attempt to distract 
Detective Barragan and stop him from finding a weapon in his crotch area, Suspect Salomon 
kept turning and twisting his body away from Detective Barragan’s searching hands, asking 
Detective Barragan what this was all about. 


INVESTIGATIVE INQUIRY - Use of Force -3- OSS - PALMDALE STATION 


Due to Suspect Salomon’s sweaty hands and the constant twisting of his body, Detective 
Barragan’s grip started to slide off of his hands as he finished patting down the right side. 
Detective Barragan then grabbed the hands with his right hand so he could pat down Suspect 
Salomon’s left side with his left hand. 


When Detective Barragan patted Suspect Salomon’s left inner thigh and crotch area, he felt 
a “hard object” and asked him what that was. A moment later, Detective Barragan informed 
the other deputies that he believed it’s a gun. Just as Deputy {walked out of the 
bedroom, Suspect Salomon began pulling forward and twisting his body to break free of 
Detective Barragan’s hold. 


Detective Barragan had to let go of the gun and grabbed each the suspect’s wrists with his 
hands to keep him from getting to the gun. During the struggle, the suspect turned and spit 
on Detective Barragan. He then pulled his right elbow forward to break his right arm free, 
causing Detective Barragan to lose part of his balance. 


Upon seeing this, Deputy HEE stepped forward to grab the back of Suspect Salomon’s 
head and upper body to force it downward. Detective Delia, seeing that Detective Barragan 
and Deputy vere unable to control the suspect, went up to Detective Barragan’ s left 
side to push down on the back of the suspect’s neck and upper body. Sergeant Wilson, who 
was standing behind Detective Barragan told them to take the suspect down to the floor to 
better contain his movements. 


Detective Barragan, Detective Delia and Deputy N: ateam takedown, and Suspect 
Salomon landed with his face and stomach on the carpet. As soon as the suspect hit the floor, 
he began cursing, thrashing and kicking violently, repeatedly telling the deputies to get off 
of him, that he was going to kill them. Suspect Salomon had both arms locked underneath 
his body, by his waist band. 


When the takedown started, Detective O’Neal escorted Witness ez and her N 
into the bedroom for safety and closed the door behind them. They stayed in the 
bedroom until the paramedics took Suspect Salomon away to the hospital. Simultaneously, 
‘or Witness fety, Sergeant Wilson told her to step outside to the catwalk. Witness 

complied, taking her with her. Witness aid afterwards that although she 
was next to the front door, she kept busy “entertaining” her and she never peeked in to 
watch the fight. 


During the takedown, Detective Barragan lost his hold of the suspect’s right wrist, however, 
he was able to maintain his grip on the left wrist, thus preventing the suspect from using his

left hand to reach for the gun. When Detective Barragan fell, he landed on the left side of 
the suspect and partially on top of his back. 


the suspect down. Deputy ttempted a carotid restraint hold with his left arm, but 
he was unable to properly position his arm to execute the move because the suspect was 
thrashing and moving about so violently. With his left arm still around the suspect’s neck, 
Deputy EE the suspect 3-4 times on the right side of the face with his right fist 
to get him to stop fighting and give up. Deputy [said judging from the suspect’s 
facial expression, the suspect felt the impact of his punches. 


Deputy - who had the B: head and upper body -- used his weight to help pin 


Immediately after the takedown, Detective Delia went over to the suspect’s right side to help 
secure his right arm. Seeing that the suspect was trying to reach into his waistband for the 
gun, Detective Delia grabbed his right arm and tried unsuccessfully to yank it out from under 
him. Because the suspect had locked both of his sweaty, slippery arms underneath his body, 
Detective Delia and Detective Barragan were unable to bring his arms behind his back to 
handcuff him. Detective Delia punched the suspect 2-3 times on the right side of the ribs to 
get him to unlock his right arm, but to no avail. 


In the meantime, Deputy SE went over to restrain the suspect’s legs. He said he struck 
the suspect’s ankles with his flashlight as hard as he could in an attempt to break an ankle so 
the suspect would stop kicking. Deputy HB bean with 6-8 strikes on the left ankle, 
followed by 2-5 strikes on the right ankle, but the suspect still resisted. Deputy BEEE 
stopped the flashlight strikes after he heard someone say the gun has been recovered. 


During the scuffle, Sergeant Wilson kicked the suspect “pretty hard” once on the left calf 
with his left foot to get him to stop thrashing and kicking, but the suspect still didn’t stop. 
From his upright position, Sergeant Wilson was able to maintain a general overhead visual 
of the suspect and deputies -- directing the deputies as needed -- but much of his focus was 
on the suspect’s feet. 


As the struggle ensued, the suspect brought his right knee up along the right side of his hip, 
using it as leverage to lift his right hip up off the floor, thus creating room for his right hand 
to reach inside his shorts for his gun. Since the suspect was still kicking and trying to reach 
for his gun with his right hand, Detective E- who had came over to assist Detective 
Delia on the suspect’s right side -- struck the suspect once on the right knee with his 
flashlight and 3 times on the right elbow. This, coupled with some of Deputy 2-5 
flashlight strikes to the right ankle, may have caused the suspect to straighten out his right 
leg.

Simultaneously, Detective Delia took advantage of the opening under the right hip to reach 
under the suspect and handcuff his right wrist. Using the handcuffs as leverage, Detective 
Delia was finally able to pull the suspect’s arm out and place it behind his back. As 
Detective Delia was pulling the suspect’s handcuffed right arm out from under him, 
Detective W jabbed the suspect in the abdomen about 5-6 times with his flashlight 
because the suspect was still struggling. During this time, Sergeant Wilson held the suspect's 
left ankle down with his left foot. 


At about the same time, Detective Barragan managed to handcuff the suspect’s left wrist and 
pulled it behind the suspect’s back. As a result, the suspect ended up with a set of handcuffs 
on each wrist, one from Detective Delia and one from Detective Barragan. 


As Detective Delia and Detective Barragan were handcuffing both of Suspect Salomon’s 
wrists together on one of the handcuffs, Detective eached inside the suspect’s shorts 
and removed a derringer by his crotch. Detective said a yellow cord was tied to the 
handle of the derringer -- behind the trigger (and in front of the hammer) -- allowing the gun 
to be dischargeable, even when tied. The other end of the cord was tied around the suspect's 
waist, so the gun could hang freely in the suspect’s crotch area. Because the cord was tied 
so tightly to the derringer, Detective [nad to use his pocket knife to cut the cord at the 
waistline in order to recover the derringer. 


When Detective [announced that he had recovered the gun, the suspect stopped 
resisting, and the deputies immediately stopped using force and backed off. As a 
precautionary measure, Sergeant Wilson told the deputies it was over, just to make sure there 
were no additional uses of force. 


During the initial pat down and the ensuing fight, various deputies repeatedly told the suspect 
to relax, calm down, stay still, stop fighting and put his hands behind his back, but Suspect 
Salomon ignored their commands each and every time and continue to struggle and kick -- 
as well as curse at the deputies and threaten to kill them — until he was fully handcuffed. 
After the suspect gave up, he told the deputies that he respected them and asked for a glass 
of water. 


Suspect Salomon was arrested for attempted murder and during the search incidental to the 
arrest, the deputies found a Krazy Glue container filled with several grams of a crystalline 
substance resembling methamphetamine (Exhibit C - photo of methamphetamine) in the 
pocket of his shorts. 


Suspect Salomon was eventually booked for: 1) Attempted Murder of Peace Officers - 
664/187PC, felony; 2) Possession of a Firearm by Violent Offender - 12021.1(b)(24)PC,

felony; 3) Carrying a Concealed Firearm by Criminal Street Gang Member - 12025(b)(3)PC

consent search of the apartment (Exhibit H- video of the search), the deputies found text 
messages on his cell phone involving drug transactions and scales commonly used by 
narcotics dealers to weight illegal drugs. One of the scale had a white powdery residue. 


Suspect Salomon was examined at the scene by LA County Fire Department paramedics, 
Engine Company #37, under Fire Captain Ford. He was accompanied by Deputy| 

and Deputy Bunch, via ambulance, to Antelope Valley Hospital, where he was treated by ER 
Dr. Uner for: 1) Fractured left fibula (left calf); 2) Fractured right orbital; 3) Broken nose; 
and 4) Minor contusions to his elbows, knees, ankles, face and shoulders. Dr. Uner okayed 
him for booking and he was transported to the LCMC jail ward for housing. 


None of the deputies were injured in the use of force. 
Suspect Salomon is a member of the Vario Jr. Mafia, with the moniker, “Danger.” m 


Suspect Salomon was uncooperative and hostile, and refused to be interviewed by IAB 
Sergeant Scott Hill and Sergeant Albert Maldonado. No photos were taken of his injuries.

On June 24, 2009, at about 2350 hours, Witness NN... interviewed outside 
on the apartment catwalk by OSS Sergeant Russell Wilson.

Her statement -- 
which was somewhat different than what she later told [AB investigators -- is summarized 
as follows: 


Witness | she was in the hallway making a bottle for her baby 
when she saw a bunch of deputies around her. Detective Richard O'Neal 
asked her for permission to search her apartment, and if her 
ma. brought any property over to her apartment. Witness 
signed the consent to search papers and the next thing she saw was her AMEE 
(Suspect Alfredo Salomon) on the floor. 


Witness sc the deputies told Suspect Salomon to place his hands 
behind his back, and he resisted when the deputies tried to put his hands 
behind his back. She recalled the deputies also telling him to “stay still,” to 
“relax” and to “stop fighting,” but he continued to resist. She saw the deputies 
hitting his feet and causing him pain, but she did not know what the deputies 
used to hit him. She claimed the fight lasted 20-20 minutes and she did not 
witness the deputies kicking him, nor him kicking the deputies. 


When Witness i vas asked what she saw, she said, “Z couldn't like 
really see nothing,” because right after she saw him on the floor, Detective 
O’Neal took her and a: the bedroom and closed the door. 
She did not know what happened to Suspect’s Saiomon’s NEE 
(Witness Ee the fight. 

Witness [J claimed she had never seen Suspect Salomon’s derringer 


before and she had no idea that he brought the gun to her apartment. She 
stated he was homeless and had stopped by to visit and drank a beer.

On June 25, 2009, Witness ms interviewed by IAB Sergeant Scott Hill. 
The interview was digitally recorded and summarized as follows: 


Witness |S the E: Suspect Alfredo Salomon. Suspect Salomon 
does not live with her, but had stayed at the apartment the past five nights 
because he had no where else to go. 


n the bedroom with ber 


heard a bunch of male voices. When she came out into the living room a 
couple of minutes later, she saw Suspect Salomon lying on the ground with 
several deputies on top of him. The deputies were hitting him on the sole of 
his bare feet and telling him to stop, however she cid not see what weapon(s) 
the deputies were using to hit his feet. Since she was focused on the deputies 
hitting his feet, she did not see if es struggling or not, but she 
remembered seeing blood on the carpet (Exhibit E - photo of blood on the 
carpet) and him crying out from the pain to his feet. She did not see if any 
additional force was used on because within ten seconds or so, a 
deputy (Detective Richard O’Ncil) escorted her | OR into 
the bedroom. : 


When Witness [was asked if the deputies used a flashlight to strike 
Suspect Salomon, she emphasized that she did not know what the weapon was. 
She said she did not see the deputies strike him on the head or anywhere else 
on the body, nor did she see the deputies cut anything off of Suspect Salomon 
during the encounter. In addition, she did not hear anyone give orders to 
Suspect Salomon during the altercation, and she knew nothing about him 
having a gun. 


When Witness se asked if Suspect Salomon associated with gangs, 
she replied, “J think if he is — or whatever -- he didn’t tell me nothing, so.” 
She added that while he was staying at the apartment, she spent most of her 
time taking care of [Mand did “not really” talk to Suspect Salomon about 
anything.

See the transcript regarding 
her comments, which were repeated in greater detail during her later interview with IAB 
investigators. 


On June 25, 2009, at about 0340 hours, Witness HR ws interviewed by IAB 
Sergeant Scott Hill. The interview was digitally recorded and summarized as follows: 


Witness said she was visiting Witness | Suspect

Right at about that time, Witness Hand Suspect Salomon overheard the 
deputies’ radio transmissions, and he asked her what that was. When she told 
him it sounded like “walkie-talkies,” Suspect Salomon quickly went over to 
the open front door to look out. Suspect Salomon then closed door and walked 
away from the door. At that point, Witness ae. the deputies knocking 
on the front door, and she immediately went and re-opened the door. 


Witness Em initially only one deputy (Detective Edwin Barragan) 
came in, asking to speak to Witness OO > for reasons unknown to 
Witness | Suspect Salomon started getting nervous and acted like a 
trapped animal, not knowing where to run. Two other deputies (Deputy 

EER: Deput/ then walked in behind Detective Barragan. 
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When Detective Barragan told Suspect Salomon he was going to search him 
and grabbed his hands, Suspect Salomon pulled away and became “kind of like 
aggressive,” asking why he was being searched in front of | At that 
point, she heard someone say Suspect Salomon has a gun and when Detective 
Barragan “touched” the gun, the deputies took him down to the floor. Suspect 
Salomon didn’t want to be on the floor and fought to get back up. As the 
deputies started to struggle with Suspect Salomon, Witness Hen 
walked out because she didn’t want EE. see what was going on. She did 
not witness any other part of the struggle. 


While outside on the catwalk, Witness jf could hear the deputies telling 
Suspect Salomon several times to “stop fighting it,” and to “stay down,” and 
“relax.” Instead, Suspect Salomon screamed, “Fuck vou. Fuck you guys,” to 
the deputies. After it was all over, Suspect Salomon told the deputies, “7 
respect you guys,” and asked for some water. She thought his behavior was 
weird and felt that he may have some mental problems or personal issues. 


Witness sm the fight seemed to have lasted 15 minutes, but that it was 
actually over “pretty fast.” She believed Suspect Salomon initiated the fight 
by not listening to the deputies and pulling away when they tried to search him. 
She said he was “acting weird,” and besides, “he did have a gun.” 


Witness Ed she did not see the gun and was surprised that he was 
camying one. She hadnt EEE for a long time because of his EE 
WEE but she was going to give him a second chance because he claimed to 
have cancer. She was not aware if Suspect Salomon brought any stolen 
property or drugs with him to the apartment.

Sergeant Wilson has been at 


The GET deputies are the uniformed portion of the OSS unit that 
deals with gang enforcement and completes Fie'd Interview Reports (FIR 
cards on suspected and known gang members), while the detectives file cases 
involving gang-related crimes, and does gang enhancements and follow-ups 
on gang-related assaults. In addition to overseeing the work of the detectives, 
Sergeant Wilson also supervises the GET deputies out in the field. 


Sergeant Wilson said on June 24, 2009, at about 2200 hours, he received a 
phone call from OSS Detective Tony Delia that he, Detective Rich O’Neal and 
ere detaining two gang members (which included 
oe; suspected of possession of about $3,000 worth of stolen 
property, which consisted of baseball cards, GPS systems, digital radios and 
stereo equipment taken from a Target Store heist in the city of Palmdale. 


The detectives had been working on these two gang members the past couple 
of days; and since HE o1d them he occasionally stayed A 


(Witness E apartment, the deputies wanted to get her 
consent to a search of her apartment for any additional stolen electronics and 


baseball cards. 


Sergeant Wilson and the three detectives -- now joined by OSS Detective 
Edwin Barragan, GET — | ia tel 


and Brent Bunch -- drove to Witness apartment to 
conduct the follow-up burglary investigation. Upon arrival, Deputies 

and Bunch remained with the patrol vehicles to guard the two 
arrestees, while Sergeant Wilson and the rest of group left to make contact at 
Witness EE 


Sergeant Wilson and the group decided to do a “low-teyed soft knock,” under 
the mistaken belief that they would only be dealing with W itness MAM: 

GET Deputies nd led the way upstairs, 
and while walking down on the catwalk towards Apartment [J Deputy 
HE oi: ed down to the group that the front door was opened. The rest 
of the deputies joined them upstairs and as they approached, someone in the 
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doorway slammed the door shut. The deputies peeked through the window 
and could see Suspect Alfredo Salomon in the living room. 


Sergeant Wilson said he believed Detective O’Neal (actually Detective 
Barragan) knocked on the door and Witness EEE Suspect Salomon’s 


HE §00eciately opened the door. 
Everyone went into the apartment and they spoke with Witness 
MEE HEEN... Suspect Salomon’s ia) As the detectives 
were getting her cooperation, they noticed Suspect Salomon -- whom Sergeant 
Wilson described as about 5'08"-5'09", with a “prison-buik” build of about 
180-190 pounds -- nervously pacing back and forth near the kitchen and the 
dining area (See Exhibit E - photos of the apartment layout). 


Sergeant Wilson said Suspect Salomon’s presence was a complete surprise to 
them. “We could see he had tattoos and he was not at all friendly with us. He 
was very antsy and there was an air of concern what his role was in this -- the 
house.” Before they found cut who Suspect Salomon was, one of the deputies 
(Detective Barragan) approached him and asked, “Are you okay? Do you have 
any weapons on you? Anything you shouldn’t have?” Detective Barragan 
then told Suspect Salomon he was going to pat him down [for weapons]. 


After Detective Barragan brought Suspect Salomon’s left hand behind his back 
and reached to bring back the right hand, the suspect pulled away from him 
and started reaching down the front of his pants with his (right) hand. 
Detective Barragan and Detective Delia each grabbed Suspect Salomon from 
the side to find out what he was reaching for. 


Atthis time, Detective O’ Neal escorted Witnes: 

out of the room to safety, while Sergeant Wilson, Detective JJ Deputy 
and Deputy went to help control the suspect. Sergeant 

Wilson ordered his men, “'Take him down. Take him down,’ because we 

started to dance as a group and I thought it best to get him on the floor, get 

him contained.” 


As a team, the deputies took Suspect Salomon down on the floor on his back, 
with Deputy ty the suspect’s head, Detective Delia on his left side, 
Detective nd Detective Barragan on his right side, and Deputy arrra] 
and Sergeant Wilson by his feet, but Suspect Salomon quickly flipped himself 
over onto his stomach and violently began twisting and turning, and arching 
his back. He repeatedly kicked at the deputies with his feet and screamed, 
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“Tm going to kill you. I’m gonna kill you, mother-fucker. I’m gonna kill 
you.” Sergeant Wilson believed the threats may have been directed at Deputy 
El because the two of them were face to face. 


Sergeant Wilson said although he was holding down the suspect’s left ankle 
with his left foot to stop him from kicking, he was concerned that Witness 


| DS et kicked, so he directed her to step outside to the catwalk. 
Witness complied and took her EE her to 


safety. 


During the struggle, Suspect Salomon placed both arms underneath his body. 
As Detective Barragan tried to pull Suspect Salomon’s left arm out from under 
him — with Detective Delia doing likewise with his right arm -- Detective 
Barragan suddenly cried out, “He 's got a gun.” 


Out of the corner of his eyes, Sergeant Wilson heard Deputy M 

shouting, “Drop the gun. Drop the gun,” and he thought he saw Deputy 
unching the suspect in the face with his fist, but he wasn’t positive 

because he has been awake and deprived of sleep for almost 24 hours. 


In the meantime, Detective [vas also helping to pull one of the suspect’s 
(right) arms out from underneath him. Sergeant Wilson saw a yellow string or 
rope under the suspect, but he didn’t understand the significance of it until 
after the suspect was subdued, when he learned the suspect had a gun 
(derringer) tied to the end of a yellow cord (see Exhibit B - photo of the 
yellow cord and the derringer). At one point, Sergeant Wilson gave the 
suspect a “pretty good kick” on the left calf with his left foot to get him to stop 
kicking. 


Sergeant Wilson said Detective Barragan managed to pull Suspect Salomon’s 
left hand out from under him and noticed the suspect had palmed a gun in his 
left hand. Detective Barragan was able to maintain control of the left hand 
while Detective Delia handcuffed the suspect’s right wrist. Despite this, 
Suspect Salomon continued to kick and thrash about. To prevent Suspect 
Salomon from kicking anyone who was straddling him, Sergeant Wilson stood 
on the suspect’s left ankle. 


Sergeant Wilson believed Detective Barragan finally took the gun out of 
Suspect Salomon’s left hand, and the deputies were able to handcuff his left 
hand. Once he was fully handcuffed, Suspect Salomon stopped fighting and 
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the deputies rolled them back over onto his back and pulled the yellow strap 
out of the suspect’s pants and found out the strap was attached to both the gun 
and his pants. 


Sergeant Wilson said Suspect Salomon sustained a fractured fibula to his left 
calf. When asked by the IAB investigators if he knew who had used force on 
the left leg area, Sergeant Wilson said aside from him kicking the suspect on 
the leg, Deputy tied to control the suspect’s kicking and thrashing by 
repeatedly striking the suspect’s ankles with his flashlight. Sergeant Wilson 
said although other force was being used, his focus was primarily on the 
suspect’s feet and that was what he saw. 


When Sergeant Wilson was asked about the possible use of OC spray, he 
replied in hindsight, they could have done things differently, but the reality 
was once they took hold of the suspect to search him, the fight was on. They 
couldn't just release him to use OC spray when the suspect was armed (with 
a gun). 


When Sergeant Wilson was asked what he thought about standing back and 
directing the actions of the deputies, he replied he did his best as a supervisor 
by giving instructions to the deputies as he was holding down the suspect’s 
feet. From his vantage point (from above), he could see what the deputies and 
suspect were doing. After the suspect was handcuffed, he told the deputies, 
“It’s over,” and the deputies complied and backed off of the suspect. 


IAB investigators showed Sergeant Wilson photos of a derringer anda yellow 
cord (Exhibit B), and he positively identified them as items taken off of 
Suspect Salomon during the struggle. Sergeant Wilson said he examined the 
derringer at the scene and described it as a two-shot .22 caliber firearm with 
two barrels, one on top of the other. The derringer had one live round in the 
barrel.

Detective O'Neal said Suspect Salomon “was kind of like, 
looking around, wasn’t sure what to do or whatever, and it struck me kind of 
weird.”

down until the scuffle was over. He couldn’t hear what was being said in the 
living room because HE cre crying for the first couple of minutes, plus 
he was talking to Witness MJ but he could overhear ia Salomon 


complaining and moaning as if in pain. Since he didn’t want to 
see blood, if any, or o | in handcuffs, he kept them in the bedroom. 


While in the bedroom, Witess asked Detective O’Neal if ED 
was alright and if he was going to jail as he would try to calm her and 

down. Every so often, Detective O’Neal would peek out the bedroom door to 
see if the fight was over. 


Detective O’Neal waited until the Fire Department paramedics took Suspect 
Salomon away before he had Witness | the bedroom and sit on the 
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sofa bed. He estimated they were in the bedroom a good 10 minutes. During 
that time, Witness signed the consent to search J apartment. 


The deputies searched the apartment and found two packages of baseball cards 
and another Garmin GPS unit, which was identical to the two GPS units 
recovered earlier from S Detective O’ Neal added that Target does 
not sell baseball cards and at the present time, they are trying to determine if 
the cards were taken from another burglary.

Detective Barragan said he received information from Detective Richard 
O' Neal to head over to Witness which was 
s Detective Barragan and GET 


Deputies Jason nd Robert pproached the unit on the catwalk, 
he saw a male Hispanic standing outside the open front door or EEN 
The male quickly walked —_ a and locked the door behind 


him. 


Detective Barragan went up to the door and looked through the window. He 
could see Witness sitting on a sofa bed to the left of the front 
door. He knocked and Witness immediately got up and opened the door. 


Detective Barragan asked her if he could step in because he needed to talk to 
someone named Witness [bowed him in and told him Witness 


N: in the bedroom. 


While talking to Witness [J Detective Barragan noticed the same male 
Hispanic (Suspect Alfredo Salomon) standing in the middle of the living room 
directly -- about 7-8' -- from the front door. Suspect Salomon appeared 
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extremely nervous and at one point, he even dropped one hand down towards 
his waist, which in turn made Detective Barragan very nervous. 


Witness HB anc out of the bedroom and Detective Barragan asked her 
if he could speak with her and come in, and she agreed. However, due to 
Suspect Salomon’s behavior and demeanor, Detective Barragan kept an eye on 
him. Suspect Salomon repeatedly looked from side to side as if he was looking 
for an escape route. 


When Detective Barragan told Suspect Salomon, “Hey, would you come over 
here and let me check you out. Do you have anything illegal on you?” Suspect 
Salomon replied, “No. What's this all about?” Detective Barragan then 
informed him, “OA, it’s — we just needed to speak with JE but you're 
making me nervous. I need -- I’m just going to pat you down. Do you mind?” 
Suspect Salomon answered, “No, not at all,” and placed his hands behind his 
back to be searched. 


As Witness stood by the front door, the rest of the deputies entered the 
apartment. Even though, Suspect Salomon had placed his hands behind his 
back to be patted down, he remained very nervous. After grabbing a hold of the 
suspect’s hands from the back, Detective Barragan began patting him down the 
right side of his thin basketball shorts for weapons. 


Although Suspect Salomon was not resisting, he kept trying to turn and face 
Detective Barragan to talk. Due to Suspect Salomon’s sweaty hands, Detective 
Barragan’s grip of his hands had loosened up a bit after patting down his right 
side. Detective Barragan told him to put his hands back together again, to 
which Suspect Salomon relaxed his hands and complied. 


Detective Barragan grabbed the suspect’s hands again, but as he started to 
search the suspect’s left side, Suspect Salomon became extremely nervous 
again and started moving around. Detective Barragan had to re-grip once more 
and told him to stop moving. While patting down near his crotch area, 
Detective Barragan felt a “hard object” by his left inner thigh and crotch. 
While still holding onto the suspect’s hands with his right hand, he grabbed the 
object with his left hand and felt the outline of small caliber gun. 


When Detective Barragan called ou, i and asked the 


suspect what the object was. Suspect Salomon tumed to face him with eyes 
wide opened and said, “What, what, what?” Suspect Salomon immediately 
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started to pull free, prompting Detective Barragan to release the gun in order to 
grab the suspect’s wrists with both hands. Suspect Salomon then tried to spit 
on Detective Barragan and pulled his right elbow forward to break free, but 
Detective Barragen's grip of his wrists was strong and the suspect was unable 
to break free. 


During the struggle, Suspect Salomon kept pulling forward and Detective 
Barragan was starting to lose his balance. Deputy eas went up to 
Detective Barragan’s right side to help, while Detective Delia came over to 
Detective Barragan’s left side. At that point, Detective Barragan heard 
Sergeant Wilson’s voice behind them, telling them to take the suspect down to 
the ground. 


Deputy mr Detective Delia grabbed the suspect’s upper torso and all 
four of them went down, with the suspect landing on his face and chest. As 
they were falling, Detective Barragan lost total control of the suspect’s right 
wrist, and the suspect’s right hand ended up underneath his body by his waist 
band area. 


Once on the ground, Detective Barragan could see Deputy N O the 
suspect’s head and upper torso area, using his whole body to help pin the 
suspect down. All the while, the suspect was fighting to break free and 
screaming, “Get off me! T'U kill you! Get off me! I'll kill you.” 


Detective Barragan said Suspect Salomon then brought his right knee up in a 
forty-five degree angle and used it as leverage to lift his hips up off the ground 
to create space between his pelvic area and the ground. It was a move that 
Detective Barragan had seen wrestlers use to help themselves get up off the 
ground. Suspect Salomon appeared to be reaching down towards his waistband 
with his right hand, but because Detective Barragan was more to the suspect’s 
left side and was still struggling to control his left hand, he was unable to reach 
over and pull the suspect’s right arm out from under him. 


From his position, Detective Barragan glanced back momentarily towards the 
suspect’s feet and saw Deputy trying to control the suspect’s feet, while 
striking the suspect’s ankles a few times with a flashlight. At this point, 
Detective Delia moved over to the suspect’s right side in an attempt to pull the 
suspect’s right arm out from under him. 
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When Detective Barragan finally pulled the suspect’s left hand to the small of 
his back and handcuffed the left wrist, he noticed Detective J was helping 
to control the suspect’s legs. At that point, he noticed that Detective Delia had 
handcuffed the suspect’s right wrist and was able use it to pry the suspect’s 
right arm out. This then allowed them to fully hanccuffthe suspect. Detective 
Barragan said during his confrontation with the suspect, he repeatedly told him 
to calm down and relax, and to stop resisting. 


Detective Barragan said Detective HB vs the one who recovered the gun 
from the suspect’s shorts and cut the yellow cord. However, he was unsure if 
the recovery was done during the final handcuffing stage, or after the suspect 
was fully handcuffed. Detective Barragan said although he did not see it, he 
thought the gun may have had a sock cover. 


Other than what he had described, Detective Barragan did not witness anyone 
else using force or striking the suspect. As soon as the suspect was handcuffed, 
he stopped fighting and became cooperative. The deputies immediately called 
the paramedics. 


Detective Barragan said he was not injured in the struggle.

When they got to the large apartment complex, Deputy I Deputy 
land OSS Detective Edwin Barragan began scouting for Witness 
and left ahead of the rest of the deputies. As the 
three of them approached what they thought may be the right apartment unit, 
Deputy MJ and Detective Barragan saw a male Hispanic (Suspect 
Salomon) standing outside in front of the apartment. Suspect Salomon had not 
seen them yet, but when Deputy land Detective Barragan got to the 
catwalk, Suspect Salomon saw them and gave them an “Uh-ohh” surprised 
look, and immediately went into the apartment and slammed the door shut. At 
that point, — a who had remained behind by the stairs -- followed 
them to the apartment. Deputy I said it was either he or Detective 
Barragan that told the other group of deputies that they had found the 
apartment. 


Detective Barragan was the first to the front door and as he knocked on the 
door, Deputy H- an eye on Suspect Salomon through the open 
window with the open shades. Deputy said Suspect Salomon was 
very nervous and shocked that the deputies were at the location, and he kept 
looking around as if trying to figure out what to do. Witness EER 
didn’t hesitate and immediately got up off the sofa and unlocked the front 
door. 


When the door opened, Deputy M -- sensing something was up with 
Suspect Salomon -- maintained his focus on him while Detective Barragan 
spoke with Witness =z Deputy Feit that if anybody was going to 
be threat, it was Suspect Salomon or whoever was hiding in the bedroom. He 
recalled Witness {il stepping off to the left as if she was inviting them to 
come in. Deputy on their right was adining area and the kitchen, 
on the left was the living room, and straight ahead was the path leading the 
bedroom. Suspect Salomon was standing about 6' behind the front door 
towards the bedroom. 


After the three of them entered the apartment, KASS O came 


out of the bedroom and spoke with Detective Barragan. Deputy es] 
couldn’t recall what Witness Ed but he described her as being 
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friendly -- not at all hostile -- and basically invited them in. Deputy B 
did not view her as a threat. 


As the suspect adjusted his basketball shorts, something clicked in Deputy 
inc because the suspect was acting really weird. At the same 
time, Detective Barragan called Suspect Salomon to come over to him, which 
he complied. Detective Barragan had him put his hands behind his back and 
began patting him down. Deputy P| said Suspect Salomon did the 
typical thing that people do when they are “dirty” or “hinky,” by constantly 
looking back and asking what this was all about. 


Wheu Detective Barragan started palling down the suspect’s waist, Deputy 
Era the suspect kept turning his body away from Detective 
Berragan's hand, which Deputy EER se oe as a common diversion 
when a suspect is hiding narcotics or a gun in their waist or crotch areas and 
want to distract the deputy from finding it. At this point, the rest of the team 
entered the apartment. 


Deputy | at about that time, Detective Barragan asked, “What is 
this?”, and then he called out, aE When Deputy 

heard Sergeant Russell Wilson say, “Take him down,” Deputy 

moved to Detective Barragan’s right and grabbed the suspect by the 
back of the neck and shoulder area and threw him down to his right, face down 
on the ground. Deputy nen fell on top of the suspect’s back with his 
chest, with his face to the back of the suspect’s head. While in this position, 
Deputy J was unable to see what was going on, but he could feel the 
suspect kicking and thrashing about. He tried to get the suspect in a carotid 
hold with his left arm, but the suspect was moving about so violently that he 
was unable to properly place his arm around the suspect’s neck to perform the 
carotid restraint. 


Deputy = | could hear everyone yelling behind him, “Hey, put your 
hands out. Stop fighting. Stop kicking,” and, “He's got a gun.” Since the 
suspect continued fighting and was in possession of a gun, Deputy [I 
struck him in the face with 3-4 solid punches witk his right fist, while his left 
arm was still around the suspect’s neck. Suspect Salomon made a face like the 
punches hurt. 


Deputy eie he glanced back once and became alarm when he saw the 
suspect’s right arm underneath his stomach, because that is where the gun 
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probably is. Detective ET wes by the suspect’s right side and 
Deputy az was down by the suspect’s legs. Deputy | 
confident that the other deputies could handle the gun situation even as the 
suspect tried to “buck” them off of him. When the suspect tried to sit up, 
Deputy {used his body to weigh him back down and prevent him from 
looking around to orient himself. 


Just before someone announced that the suspect was handcuffed, Deputy 

had looked over his shoulder and saw Detective [pulling the gun 
from the suspects waistband, which was tied to some makeshift string. 
Deputy EE. Detective [fused aknife to the cut the string, and he 
cleared the derringer, which was loaded. 


Deputy El that once the suspect was handcuffed, he relaxed his 
grip. Someone rolled the suspect over on his back to re-search his waist area 
to make sure he didn’t have anything else on him. Deputy MME cescribed 
the use of force episode as “pretty scary,” especially when Suspect Salomon 
has a gun and yells out, “Pm gonna fucking kill you.”

After 
they completed the search, they all headed over to AS” Street East, 
OoOo N Palmdale to do follow-up on e burglary that occurred at a 
Target store in which electronics were stolen. Once they got to the apartment 
complex, Deputy B Deputy and OSS Detective Edwin 
Barragan made the initial contact at 
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As the deputies are heading upstairs, they saw a male (Suspect Alfredo 
Salomon) standing outside Min the catwalk. Upon seeing the 
deputies, Suspect Salomon went into the apartment and closed the door. 
Deputy could hear the bolt being thrown, locking the door shut. 
Detective Barragan knocked on the door and Witness icky 


opened the door and gave them consent to go in. 


Detective Barragan immediately told Suspect Salomon to show him his hands 
before walking in. He was followed by Deputy Before Deputy 
ntered, he heard Detective Barragan ask, “Can we come in?” Deputy 
later found out he was talking to Witness the actual 

renter of the apartment, and Witness ME replied, “Sure.” 


At that time, Suspect Salomon was standing in the middle of the living room, 
looking very nervous, and when Detective Barragan asked if he could pat him 
down, the suspect said, “Sure,” and walked over to Detective Barragan, turned 
around and placed his hands behind his back. Deputy a and Deputy 

looked at each other because Suspect Salomon was still very nervous 
and kept looking around, especially at the rear bedroom. Deputy [then 
walked over to place himself between the suspect and the rear bedroom. Since 
Deputy ee was to the bedroom, Deputy HE vated past him 
and conducted a “protective sweep” of the bedroom and closet for person(s) 
who might be inside. 


As Deputy {Roe o] was coming out of the bedroom, he heard Detective 
Barragan ask, “What have you got in your waistband?” , but he did not hear a 
response from Suspect Salomon. Detective Barragan then said, i: he 
was searching the suspect. Deputy HB coud see that Sergeant Wilson, 
Detective Richard O’Neal and Detective Tony Delia had now joined them in 
the apartment. 


As Detective Barragan, Deputy B and Detective Delia struggled to 
control Suspect Salomon, Suspect Salomon jerked his body to the left. Deputy 

could hear Sergeant Russell Wilson and Detective Barragan both say, 
“Take him down. Take him down.” Deputy could not describe what 
exactly each deputy did to take the suspect down to the ground because it was 
a “cluster”, but he knew the suspect ended up landing on his stomach and face. 
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Once the three deputies and the suspect hit the ground, Deputy HB CAG 
hearing Detective Barragan saying Suspect Salomon’s right hand was 
underneath him. The suspect was thrashing about and kicking his legs. 
Detective MM explained that the suspect would bring his [right] knee 
forward to the side -- like a soldier doing slow craw] in the dirt or a wrestler's 
move to get up -- causing his hip to lift up off the ground, thus creating room 
for him to reach underneath himself with his right hand for his gun. 


When Deputy lg: poes Suspect Salomon to control his legs, he heard 
him screaming, “Fuck you. Get off me. I’m going to fucking kill vou...” At 
that time, Suspect Salomon was fighting the deputies and was still not 
handcuffed yet. Deputy GE thc delivered 6-8 strikes to Suspect 
Salomon’s left ankle area with his flashlight, trying as hard as he could to 
break the ankle, anything to stop him from thrashing about, kicking his legs 
and going for his gun. Since Suspect Salomon continued kicking, Deputy 

gave another 2-5 strikes with the flashlight to the right ankle area 
before he heard Detective cing everyone he’s got the suspect's 
gun. 


Deputy M- -< the gun was a .22 caliber derringer with a yellow cord tied 
to the trigger guard (Exhibit B - photo). The cord itself was tied around 
Suspect Salomon’s waist with the derringer hanging down by his penis. 
Deputy EE that not everyone searches the crotch area, so 
Suspect Salomon may have thought no one would find the gun there. 
Detective | EE up cutting the cord and retrieving the derringer. 


When Deputy [vas asked if he witnessed other deputies using force, he 
said he didn’t, because he was focused on controlling the suspect's legs. He 
further explained that the scene was so “fucking chaotic” that he didn’t know 
if anyone gave any commands to the suspect during the fight. All he knew was 
that the suspect’s got a gun, he’s kicking at them, cursing and threatening to 
kill them, as well as screaming in pain. 


When Deputy HB as asked if he consicered using OC (oleoresin 


capsicum) spray, he answered, “Hell, no. No, there was like six of us on him. 
Tt would have messed up us, I think, more than him. It was just too tight.”

Detective Delia said his partner, Detective Rich O’Neal, received an email 
advising him the Target store had been burglarized, and attached was a photo 


of the ee era Detective O’Neal reminded him that he 
recognized as a person they stopped the night before.

PT Inside the car were a lot of items stolen from Target. 
After told Detective O'Neal and Detective Delia that he stays with his 
rom time to time, the 
detectives gathered some OSS detectives (Detective| , Detective 
Edwin Barragan and Sergeant Russell Wilson) and GET deputies (Deputy 
Deputy aaa Deputy Brent Bunch and Deputy 


and headed over to Witness [Es apartment to see 
if she would grant them consent to search for additional stolen property. 


When the group got to the apartment, Detective Barragan, Deputy fend 
Deputy were the first to locate the apartment and made contact with 
Suspect Alfredo Salomon. By the time, Detective Delia reached the apartment 
and walked in, the deputies’ backs were to him. Detective Delia stood off to 
the side and watched Suspect Salomon’s demeanor. He noted that Suspect 
Salomon was very nervous. 


Detective Delia said he stood back watching Detective Barragan grab a hold 
of Suspect Salomon’s hands behind his back to pat him down. During the 
search, after Detective Barragan grabbed a hold of a “hard object” by the 
suspect’s crotch with his left hand, he said, “He has a gun.” As the suspect 
shrugged forward, trying to break free of Detective Barragan’s grasps, 
Detective Barragan had to let go of the gun to grab a hold of suspect’s left 
wrist. 
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Detective Barragan told the other deputies, “Take him down.” Deputy 

came up and grabbed the suspect by the upper back to push him 
down, but the two of them were having a hard time trying to take the suspect 
down to the floor. Detective Delia went to the suspect’s left side to help push 
down on the back of his neck and upper back, causing the suspect to fall 
forward and land on his face and stomach. 


After the suspect was on the ground, Detective Delia moved over to the 
suspect’s right side, between his head and rib cage. Deputy as to 
Detective Delia’s right and was on lying top of the suspect’s upper body, and 
Detective Barragan was on the suspect’s left side trying to control his left arm. 
Detective {ij and Deputy NE vere down by the suspect’s legs. 


Suspect Salomon flayed his arms about and the fight was on. The suspect’s 
right hand was underneath his body and he began reaching towards his 
waistband area. Simultaneously, he began yelling all kinds of things, 
including, “Get off me. I’m going to kill you.” Detective Delia felt the suspect 
wasn’t in his right mind. 


Detective Barragan again warned the deputies that the suspect has a gun. To 
stop the suspect from reaching in his waistband for the gun, Detective Delia 
grabbed the suspect’s right arm and tried repeatedly to yank it out from under 
him without any success. Seeing that Detective Barragan now had the 
suspect’s left wrist in handcuffs, Detective Delia was hoping to bring the right 
hand back to handcuff it to the suspect’s left hand. But because the suspect 
had locked his right arm and it was really sweaty and slippery, Detective Delia 
was unable to use any leverage to pry it loose. Detective Delia then punched 
the suspect 2-3 times on the right side of the ribs hoping the suspect would 
loosen up, but the punches had no effect. 


During the struggle, the suspect brought his (right) leg up and used it to lift his 
hips off the ground. Detective Delia believed the suspect was doing this to 
create an opening for his hand to gethis gun. Somewhere during the struggle. 
Detective Delia heard someone yell, “Stop kicking.” At that point, Detective 
Delia said he saw Detective EER. Deputy ME hitting the suspect’s 
legs with their flashlights and assumed it was them who ordered the suspect 
to stop kicking. 


Detective Delia was finally able to slide his hand underneath the suspect and 
grab hold of his right wrist to place a set of his own handcuffs on it. Using the 
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handcuffs as leverage, Detective Delia was able to pull the right arm out. At 
about that time, Detective Delia said Detective recovered the gun from 
the suspect’s crotch area and cut the strap that was tied to the gun. They 
noticed later that the other end of the strap was tied to the inside of the 
suspect's workout shorts near the waistband where a zipper would be. 


When Detective Delia was asked if he heard anyone giving commands to the 
suspect, he said he heard Detective Hc the suspect to stop moving 
because Detective HB didn’t want to cut the suspect or stab him while 
cutting the strap that was tied to the gun. He also heard deputies telling the 
suspect to stop kicking and assumed the orders came from the deputies who 
were hitting his legs with their flashlights. Other than that, Detective Delia did 
not see any other impact weapons being used. 


When Detective Delia was asked if there was an opportunity to use OC spray, 
he answered, “Not in my opinion. This guy was — this guy got lucky I think. 
We could have killed him, you know, had we not been struggling for that, you 
know, if he would have got that gun, you know.”

Deputies a feats and EE «cc: to Witness Qs 
apartment. The game plan was for Detective O'Neal to take the lead since it 
was his case. Detective O’Neai was to make contact with Witness 


and asked her to sign a consent for them to search her apartment for additional 
stolen property. 


When the ve = to the apartment complex, they had a long walk trying to 


find Witness apartment, which was at the NN 
(Exhibit D - map and aerial photo of the complex). Detective Jj was 


twenty seconds behind the leaders and was the last to enter the apartment. 
When he walked in, he saw Detective Barragan making contact with Suspect 
Salomon. On the sofa bed in the living room were try ing to deal 
with Detective Barragan was busy asking Suspect 
Salomon if he had any weapons and that he wanted to pat him down. 
Although Suspect Salomon was very sweaty and nervous, and surprised to see 


them there, he complied with the request. The deputies were also surprised to 
see him because ad told them that the only persons in the apartment 
were Witness 


As Detective Barragan held Suspect Salomon’s hands behind his back, he did 
a sweep of the suspect’s waistband with his (left) hand and said, “Hey, 1 think 
he's NN 00k him up.” Detective J -- who was 
standing behind Detective Barragan -- took out his handcuffs to assist with 
handcuffing the suspect, but out of Detective ff sion, Suspect Salomon 
broke one of his arms free. The next thing Detective N heard was 
Detective Barragan and Sergeant Wilson telling them totake the suspect down. 
Deputy and Deputy helped Detective Barragan take the 
suspect to the ground. 


While the deputies and suspect were on the ground, Detective iico see 


the suspect’s hand inside his basketball shorts, reaching for the gun. Detective 
Barragan had his hand on top of the suspect’s hand, yelling out, “He’s got a 
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gun. He's got a gun.” In the meantime, Detective O'Neal escorted the 


screaming Witness pn e] and her == into the bedroom, while 
Sergeant Wilson told Witness ito go outside with her son. 


During the struggle, Suspect threatened 3-4 times that he was going 
to kill the deputies. When he brought his knees up, there was no doubt in 
Detective HE inc that he was trying to make room to free up his (right) 
hand to pull the gun out. Detective B took his flashlight out of his back 
pocket and struck the suspect three times on his (right) elbow because he 
believe the suspect was holding the gun in his (right) hand , but the strikes had 
no immediate impact in stopping the suspect. Since the suspect was kicking 
and thrashing about, Detective also struck him once on the (right) knee. 


Detective Delia managed to get the handcuffs on one of the suspect’s (right) 
wrist -- Detective did not recall which one -- and jerked the arm behind 
the suspect’s back, but the suspect continued to struggle. Detective I 
jabbed his flashlight in the suspect’s abdomen about 5-6 times so he could get 
the gun out of the suspect’s shorts. 


When Detective liflreached inside the suspect’s shorts, he found a small 
gun. There was a cord tied to the grip of the gun, in such a way that it did not 
obstruct the movement of the hammer, making it possible to fire the gun while 
still tied. The other end of the cord was tied around the suspect’s waist, 
allowing the gun to hang freely by the suspect’s crotch. Because the cord was 
tied so tightly to the gun, Detective had to use his pocketknife to cut the 
cord in order to safely recover the weapon. 


Detective said in order to find that gun on the suspect, one had to grab 
the crotch area and feel for it, because when Detective Barragar initially felt 
the gun, he first said he thought he got just some contraband, but then he 
quickly changed it to, “Hey, I think he has a gun.” While they were on the 
ground, Detective Barragan confirmed, “He 's got a gun.” Detective I 
seconded that confirmation when he retrieved the gun inside the shorts and 
informed everyone, “It’s a gun.” 


Detective went over to the sofa/bed and unloaded the gun, which he 
described as a .22cal 2-shot derringer, loaded one with live round. 


Detective fPxplained, “And our belief was with the gun that he was trying 
to get that gun, he was going to kill us. The reason why we didn’t shoot him 
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is there were three or four of us, Ea we were so close 


quarters if we did shoot him, the round may have exited and hit one of the 
deputies or hit WEN o -- and once our hands were on him, we were 
going to keep them on him until we got that -- get enough guys there to keep 
control of him.” 


Detective fia not know if Sergeant Wilson was involved in the initial 
struggle, but, “J remember hearing Russ say, ‘Hit him on the legs. Hit him 
again. Take him down to the ground.’ He's giving orders to the suspect to, 
you know, comply with us.” 


Detectives aid the suspect was still not handcuffed when he took the gun 
away, but he recalled Detective Delia having one set of handcuffs on his right 


wrist while someone else had another set of handcuffs on his left wrist. 


Detective i said he dismissed the use of pepper spray (OC) because it 
would have adversely affected the deputies and [fas well 
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
